THE RAILWAYS. 


The yearly statement of bankruptcies 


of railroads raadaby The C/ncayO Railway 
Aye is not after all as discouraging as many 
have expected. Though the year has un- 
doubtedly been a hard one, the number 
of roads aud the mileage -old under fore- 
closure in 1884 were both less than in 
1883, fifteen roads aud C50 miles having 
been sold this year, against eighteen 
roads and 1,350 miles in 1833, and a still 
larger mileage aud nu-nber in either of 
several preceding years. On the other 
hand forty-three corporations went into 
the hands of receivers, but upon exami- 
nation it will appear that in nearly all 
these cases the condition of the property 
was perfectly well known before the year 
began, and the result was only a matter 
of time. Among these for which re- 
ceivers have been appointed a'e t!ie fol- 
lowing of especial 
importance: 
The 


West Shore, the Wabash, the Reading, 
aud the Denver and Rio Graide. 
Thosa 


who remember the course of events in 
1883 will observe that the former ap- 
pointments of receivers in these casci 
was not a surprise to anybody. The Wa- 
bash preferred, for example, closed be- 
low 30 ia 18S3, the Denver and Rio 
Graude at 25, and the Philadelphia and 
Reading at 551. 


It is also worth noticing that the new 


tracks laid during the year 1884, accord- 
ing to the statement of The Raitwuy Age, 
have been mainly in nature of extensions 
of branches of established roads. This 
conclusion Tie Railway Age reaches by 
observing thit 4,000 miles of new track 
have been laid, divided among 166 liner, 
showing an average of only about twent). 
four miles to each road. 
It is also re- 


marked that a very large number of 
railway enterprises have been begun or 
projected during the year, as would be 
natural in view of the extremely low 
price of r.iilway materials and of labor. 
In fact the-e is muah reason to believe 
that, as soon as a feeling of confidence 
teappers in investment circles, the build- 
ing of railways will be renewed with con- 
siderable rapidity, and important support 
will thus be given to many branches of 
manufacturing.

MlftCELLANY. 


Dr. Washington Matthews has shown 


hat tbe American Indians, and especially 
the Navajos, are in many respects super- 
ior in their knowledge of natural history 
to all white men who have not made the 
subject a special study. They are keen 
observers, not only of the animals and 
jlants which contribute to their susten- 
cnco and other needs, but also of those 
which are unused, rarpand iuconspicuous. 
The Navajos have a name for every 
mammal, bird and reptile in 
their 


country and for nearly plant, and all the 
larger insects; and their knowledge of 
the several species is usually minute. 
They have made many divisions into 
groups which are identical 
with those 


recognized by the Caucasian naturalist, 
and this sometimes occurs when it seems 
incredible that the Indians could have 
discovered the characters on which the 
white naturalist bases his classfication. 


Dr. J. C. Booth, of the United States 


mint, statei that the commoner metals 
of commerce have greatly improved in 
quality in the last few years as a result 
of improvement in the work of purifica- 
tion. Much copper now averages 99 per 
cent pure, while a large proportion of 
the silver from tbe mining regions con- 
tains 99 and nine-tenths per. cent of pure 
metal. 
Concerning the waste m working 


precious metals, Dr. Booth remarks that, 
while a loss of ten per cent, is tolerated 
in working iron in the fire, tbe govern- 
ment holds the mint responsible for a 
greater waste in working gold jthan one- 
tenth of one per cent, and the actual loss 
is usually far less than this. 


From the records collected by the 


Royal Meteorological Society for one 
hundred years, it appears that that tbe 
lowest mean temperature for January in 
London occurred in 1795, and was 25 5 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
Tbe highest mean 


for January—47 degrees was reached in 
1796. 
The lowest mean for July was 


55.5 degrees, in 1816, and the highest 
was 68 degrees, in 1778 and 1859. 
The 


mean annual temperatures of different 
places have been found by the society to 
be as follows Ferozepore, in the Pun- 
jaub, 95 degrees, Calcutta, 81, Hong 
Kong, 75 , Cairo, 71, Rome, 60, Con- 
stantinople, 58, Pekin, 53, St. Peters- 
burg, 40; Hammerfest, 35 , Fort Enter- 
prise, 14, Boothia Felix, 5, and Melville 
Island, zero. Tbe highest temperatures 
recorded at several stations are, for Mur- 
zunk, in Fezzan, 135 degrees, Bagdad, 
120 , Cairo, 116, Jerusalem, 102, Green- 
wich, 97 , Moscow, 90 , Falkland Isles, 
75 degrees. 
The lowest recorded are, 


for Barbadoes, 72 degrees, Singapore) 
66, Bombay, 53 , Jerusalem, 25 , Con- 
stantinople, 17 , Greenwich, 10,, Chicago, 
30, Moscow, 53, Melville Island, 65, 
Fort Reliance, 70 , and Werschjansk, 81. 
Greater cold than that of tbe last-named 
place has been known, but it was pro- 
duced by artificial means, temperatures 
below 250 degrees having been recently 
so obtained. 


A Frenchman, Mons. Bouquet de la 


Grye, connects the inroads of the sea in 
the thirteenth century with the high tem- 
perature then prevailing, which permitted 
tbe cultivation of the wine in England. 
He thinks that the unusual heat may 
have increased the volume of tbe ocean 
by melting much of the ice in the polar 
regions 


The differences between the tempera- 


tures of places in America and those of 
places m similar latitudes in Europe 
reached a remarkable degree last Janu- 
ary. 
For instance, is reported that in 


Nashville and Knoxville, in the same lat- 
itude as Malta, the temperature fell as 
low as sixteen and ten degrees below ze- 
ro, while in Malta the lowest point 
reached was about twenty-one degrees 
above zero 
At Indianapolis and Colum- 


bus tbe mercury indicated twenty and 
twenty-five degrees respectively below 
zero, while at Madrid, in the same lati- 
tude, tbe greatest cold was sixteen de- 
grees above zero. 


The first attempt to form oyster banks

TO BEOBeANIZR THE KATIONAI.

Much comment has been excited by the 


rumor that many of the thirty-thre e na 
tional banks in this city whose charter-- 
•will expire during 1885 will bereorganized 
as State banks. 
The amount of tbe out- 


standing circulation of these banks] is 
more than $10,000,000, and % with- 
drawal of that amount of currency would 
not be without perceptible effects in the 
money market. But there are 123 na- 
tional banks in this State whose charters 
will expiregduring 1885, tnd the total 
outstanding circulation of these institu- 
tion, including those of ibis city, is 
$24,428,585. Furthermore, there are in 
the whole country 720 national banks, 
with an outstanding circulation of $107, 
484,115, whose charters will expire dur- 
ing the next year, and therefore the 
question of reorganization is oue of Vast 
importance to the whole nation. 
1 j,Tbe main reasons given why the na- 
tional banks of New York may advan- 
tageously reorganize as State banks are 
two. In the first place, it is complained 
that United States bonds no longer af- 
fords a basis upon which tbe banks can 
profitably issue a 
circulation, as the 


premium is very high on all but 3 per 
cent, bonds, and the latter are subject to 
redemption on call. In the second place, 
U is understood that the responsibility 
Imposed by Slate law is less than that 
imposed the laws of tbe United States, 
and in New York the shareholders of 
State banks do not necessarily incur any 
individual liability, unless their institu- 
tions exercise the power to issue bank 
notes. It is a fact, however, that the 
number of national banks was never 
greater than at the present time, and it 
is believed by the .best observers that 
very, few of tbe institutions whose chart* 
ers will expire during 1885 
will tail to 


reorganize as national banks, 


Congress is expected to provide a new 


basis for bank circulation, and the grav- 
est concern is felt as to the character of 
tbe security to bo substituted for the 
rapidily vanishing United States bonds 
The bill introduced into tbe House a 
week ago last Monday by Mr. Buckner, 
"to provide for refunding the public debt 
and to secure stability of tbe national 
bank circulation and for other purposes," 
presents a scheme for the issue by tbe 
issue by the Secretary of the Treasury of 
"certificates of indebtedness," to bear 
interest at the rate of 2 per cent, annu- 
ally, but to be exempt from all taxation, 
and to be "redeemable at the pleasure of 
the United States after the 1st day of 
July, 1907." Tbe problem before Con- 
gress in the provision for securing the 
circulation of bank notes is as urgent as 
it is important, and tbe action to be 
taken for its solution will affect the pros- 
terity of all the people.—N. Y. Mail and 
Express

Captain Edward Rice, of the schoonsr 


"John A. Griffon," was some years ago a 
lesident of this town, and will be remem- 
bered by many citizens of Bristol 
The 


Captain the other day narrated to a Phil- 
adelphia Press reporter the circumstances 
of his narrow escape from a watery grave, 
and the rescue by his brave son. On the 
18th of December, after a storm of sev- 
eral days, a regular hurricane blew to the 
>fortheast. 
Tbe Captain says 


"We were then thirty miles South of 


Cape Henlopen. The hurricane carried 
us along at a fearful rate. Life lines 
were stretched along the deck and prep- 
arations made to leave the ship in case 
she should spring a leak or be flooded. 
It did seem as if this would happen, for 
juit before daybreak on the morning of 
the 18th, the sea rose higher that it had 
ever been before. 
The 
very ocean 


seemed uplifted. We plunged about, 
borne down with the waves, and then 
again were raised up on a big billow. 
Once we were struck full on the star- 
board side with a great roll of water and 
tha next moment sank beneath a second 
great wave that followed close upon the 
first and almost swallowed us up. 
The 


sei made a complete breach over the 
vessel and there was not a man who was 
not dashed from his place and thrown 
about on the deck. 
One of the life lines 


broke and the poor fellow who had been 
ho'ding on to it for dear life, was flung 
clear across the deck and thrown against 
the bulwarks ou the poit side. He was 
found there a few minutes later almost 
unconscious. 


"That morning I myself was knocked 


overboard. I }had ventured to make a 
close reef in the foresail, and, although it 
was hard work to keep my feet, I wa« 
getting along pretty well until I was 
struck by the down-haul of the forepeak 
and knocked over the bulwarks. I sank 
into the sea thinking that my last hour 
had come, and, to tell the truth, I gave 
up all hope. Those of the crew who could 
see the accident were horrified. Without 
a moment's hesitation my son, fastening 
a rope to the tnffrall, jumped overboard 
with the coil in his band 
I was just aft 


of the ship, rising from my first sinking. 
He swam out to me, though how he buf- 
feted those waves in that cold water God 
only knows 
A moment later he had me 


in his grip, and with a power that was 
almost superhuman, kept himself afloat 
while he passed the ropg around my waist. 
Then, catching the rope himself and 
holding me up, for I was helpless, he 
signaled to the crew to draw us in. They 
got us alongside, and we were safe 
I 


was pulled up first, more dead than alive, 
and my son was then hauled up. 


"My boy is only 21 years old, and it is 


a wonder how he saved me. Tbe rest of 
our trip was stormy, but uneventful. 
Such weather as we had those days [ 
never saw before."

During 
last summer I was surprised one day upon 
answering a ring at my door bell to find 
the husband of that woman standing be- 
fore me. He requested my oath before a 
justii e of the peace to the fact that he 
WM Ibc husband of the woman, now de- 
ceased, in order to obtain about $3,000 
back pension money. I asked him, after 
we left tbe justice's office, if he remem- 
bered that he bad never paid ma any fee 
for performing the marriage ceremony. 
He remembered and handed me a dollar 
in payment for a marriage ceremony per- 
formed just twenty-eight years ago 
Betlil"lu!m Times.

Mr. Vaux especially expressed 
himself highly pleased and said it was 
not only the completest county prison he 
had seen in this country, but better than 
any he had been in Europe. It is ar- 
ranged like the Eastern Penitentiary, on 
the principle of solitary confinement for 
each inmate. There are fifty-two cells 
Ever) modern appliance to insure cleanli- 
ness and proper ventilation has been in- 
troduced, and Mr. Garrett declared the 
prison a model. 


One of the most celebrated little cases 


over tried in the common pleas court of 
Bucks county was that of John Hibbs vs. 
John Staokhousp, tried in 1839. The case 
involved the settlement of accounts be- 
tween the parties. It was twice tried 
before the arbitrators. Then the matter 
was taken to court. There it was very 
carefully and elaborately tried by skillful 
counsel, and after mature deliberation 
the jury rendered a verdict of eighty-five

made a mistake in the method of calcu- 
lating the interest 
that if their arithme- 


tic has been sound the verdict would have 
been for about as much as the other way. 
Then came a motion for a new trial which 
was argued before, the judge 
The case 


then dropped out of sight. The costs in 
the case amounted to more than 
$100. 


In addition to this the learned counsel 
bad to be paid for arduous services in the 
issue.— Germantown Telegruph.

In England he was 
also well known as as the creditor, for a 
large amount, of Rowland Stepbenson, 
a famous English banker. Parkins bad 
once held tbe office of High Sheriff of 
London, 
The 
Bristol constable was 


charged with the execution of a capias 
on Parkins to collect the princely sum of 
seven dollars. 
When Parkins arrived at 


Bristol 
on the 
steamboat the con- 


stable endeavored to arrest him. This 
exasperated Parkins, and he pushed tbe 
constable off and bustled him about un- 
cerem oniously.

feast more. Every now and then tbe 
small tradesman feels that he and his 
famll) must have a "good time" for once 
in a w ay. Almost anything will serve as 
•n excuse, but if possible he likes to have 
• religions sanction for tbo excess, and 
Ibis i> generally easy enough to find. 
Besides the great festivals of the Church, 
there we the d»y» of the Saints after 
whom, be and bis wife and bis children 
bare been named, which be ii, of course, 
hound to celebrate by partaking o( an 
extra amount of good cheer. There is 
mid J/ent, which is always remembered, 
even if tbe fast has not been strictly ob- 
served, and • number of other days in 
tbe cutendar at 6nco suggest macaroni, 
meat and merriment. Mow, pleasure for 
• Neapolitan means a rapid drive in an 
overladen cab and an immense dinner, 
both of which may be bad by an excur- 
sion to one of these little country taverns. 
To render hi* happiness complete an il- 
lumination and a display of fireworks are 
•toy required; bat these, of course, can 
only be witnessed when one of tbe 
churches in tbo vicinity celebrates the 
annuul festival of its patron. At other 
tiroos be is obliged to be content with a 
cab and what tbe tavern supplies. The 
arnvil of such a family party at once 
awakens tbe whole household. The land- 
lord, who treats his habitual guests with 
indijiercnce and 
welcomes tbo single 


wayfarer with a civility so cold as to be 
rather dubious, at once blossoms into 
high spirit* and affability 
Tbe landlady 


spring from the seat in which she has 
been dozing since midday to fall into 
raptures over the children, the cook fans 
the fire, and tbe waiters shake off their 
languor and begin to move tables and 
benclms fron> one end of the yard to the 
other, for no purpose but that of exhibit- 
ing their zeal. As soon as tbe first ef- 
feresrance of the reception has passed off 
tbe viands are displayed, all of them iu 
an uncooked condition, except the piece 
of beef that is fished out of the pot iu 
which it is simmering over tho fire and 
cut in half in order that there may be no 
doubt as to its quality. Then the dinner 
is ordered, and tbe new comer* retire to 
the yurd and choose a table, which is im- 
mediately covered with a linen cloth, 
coarse but scrupulously clean, and sup- 
plied with huge bunches of bread and 
little jug* or bottles of wine.

it with the greatest ease. Having de- 
cided where he wants it to go to avoid tbe 
rink of lodging against other trees, or of 
being broken by falling on uneven ground, 
or to have It He so that tbe logs will be 
convenient for removal, the chopper first 
undercuts the tree—that is, he cuts upon 
the side toward which he wiil have it fall, 
and in such a manner that the line of the 
kerf shall be exactly alright angles with 
the line ilont; which tbe tree is to lie. 
If the tr.'o stands nearly perpendicular, 
and has no inclination to fall as be wishes, 
the chopper cuts a little beyond the heart 
on that tide. By doing this he removes 
tlie base when tbo tree is ready to fall, 
and rests upon a base of but an inch or 
two in breadth, so much from the centre 
of the stump 
Tbe effect of this will be 


very grait in moving the base so that the 
centre of gravity will fall OR the side de- 
sired. Though he works in so cramped a 
posture, tbe chopper cuts the stump so 
level and so smooth be thinks his little 
boy could spin his top on it. 


Having undercut the tree with the 


greatest care, the woodman now changes 
his position a little, but remains on the 
same sidu, rests on his other knee, and 
shifts hands, that is, wields tbo axe with 
the other hand forward. 
He now cuts 


upon the other side, leaving the stump 
two or three inches higher, according as 
he wishet to gain advantage for the last 
few strokes. The work goes on with lit- 
tle concern until the base is no thicker 
than a plank, and quite as even, then a 
blow is aimed full at the centre, and the 
chopper looks quickly at the top to note 
tbe effect. 
If be perceives a trernor in 


the trunk, or if a bit of bark or moss is 
loosened from its hold, be knows now 
every stroke will tell, and lie aims these 
with tbe greatest precision. Soon as 
ever the top bows to its fall he marks the 
direction in which it is moving. If he 
wishes to bring it more toward him he 
strikes a blow upon the further edge , if 
to curry it further from him, the blow is 
given upon the side that is nearer. 
last strokes rieed to be given with great 
nicety. 
It feeble, they will fail to effect 


their purpose, if of too great force, the 
ree will be severed from the stump upon 
that side, and then all control of it is lost 
at once, and it plunges blindly forward. 
A tall trea like the pine is broken from 
the stump by a force acting quite dif- 
ferently from that which is applied in the 
case of shorter trees 
In its descent the 


pine acquires at its top a centrifugal 
force so powerful as to lift the tree from 
the stump and carry it forward five or 
six feet before it reaches tho ground. 
When it does come to the earth the top 
and the butt strike at the same time, and 
the tree lies half buried in the snow.

The gold is put in sand 
crucibles of various dimensions and 
melted, when it is fit for the acid. After 
it is refined it is put through a rolling 
machine till brought out to the thickness 
of writing paper. 
It is then cut into 


strips one inch square, and put into a 
cutch marie of French paper, in order to 
beat it to the proper consistency. After 
this process of beating has been three 
times repeated, it is put into books for 
sale.
